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Abstract of the Disclosure 



A method, a system and a computer program product for cardiac analysis. The method 
includes acquiring an ECG-signal in the form of vectorcardiography, detecting a P-wave from 
the ECG-signal by a template method and calculating the parameter values of the P-wave 
preferably continuously during ECG-recording. The method is aimed at dynamic changes of the 
P-wave, wherein substantially every detected P-wave is compared to the reference P-wave in 
defined time period. The cardiac analysis system is configured to implement the aforementioned 
method. The computer program product includes computer program code for implementing the 
aforementioned method. 
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
